Instructional television as 
used in the public schools will 
benefit some 1,325,000 students 
in California according to Gov- 
ernor Edmund G. Brown. 

“I am pleased to report that 
the response to our instruc- 
tional television program by 
school administrators and 
teachers has been most en- 
thusiastic,” said the governor, 
noting a net increase of over 
320,000 since 1964. 

“They are reporting consist- 
ently and unanimously that in- 
structional television is im- 
proving the quality of Cali- 
fornia public education and 
greatly enhancing the educa- 
tional process for many young 
Californians.” 

Instructional television be- 
gan as an experimental pro- 
gram in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco 11 years ago. Now 
seven California educational 
television stations and a much 
greater number of district- 
owned closed-circuit systems 
are transmitting throughout 
the state.

For Students 

A suspension bridge across 
the American River will short- 
ly link the campus with a sperc- 
ial student-oriented area in- 
cluding shops, activities and 
housing. 

The new bridge, to be lo- 
cated south of the H Street 
bridge, will cross to a new 
community, Campus Commons. 

The plans for the new 681 
acre community include zon- 
ing for student, adult and 
young family housing. Ap- 
proximately 76 acres will be 
devoted to commercial de- 
velopment. 

The first unit of the de- 


velopment is scheduled to be 
completed by next February. 
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A group cf 20: students rep- 
resenting all of the 18 cam- 
puses of the California State 
College system are currently 
studying in six foreign coun- 
tries under the international 
studies program of the colleges. 
Eight of these students, study- 
ing in four nations abroad, are 
from SSC. 

The program is unique in 
that students study and live 
under the same conditions as 
the foreign students with the 
same instructors and courses 
at host universities. There are 
no overseas branches of the 
State Colleges. 

The students are enrolled 
simultaneously at a State Col- 
lege and a foreign university, 
and courses taken abroad are 


incorporated into their regular 
State College program. 

Students are generally 
housed in dormatories with the 
foreign students to avoid 
grouping into strictly “Ameri- 
can colonies,” and to encour- 
age exposure to the cultural 
life cf the host country. 

Cost to students for a full 
academic year is between 
$1,200 and $1,700, including 
transportation, room and board, 
and fees. Cost to the state is 
mo greater than if the stu- 
dent attended a State College 
here. 

The nine universities co- 
operating in the program are: 
University of Granada and the 
University of Madrid, Spain; 
the University of Uppsala and 
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the University of Stockholm, 
Sweden; the University of 
Heidelberg and the Free Uni- 
versity of Berlin, Germany; the 
University of Aix-Marseille, 
France; Waseda University in 
Tokyo, Japan; and the Na- 
tional University in Taiwan, 
Formosa. 

Students are chosen for the 
program by faculty selection 
committees based on their ac- 
ademic record. They must have 
a high grade point average 
and must be in at least their 
junior year. To attend classes 
in some countries, students 
must demonstrate a proficiency 
in the foreign language being 
studied. 

This is the third year of the 
international study program. 


SSC students now participat - 
ing in the program are Michael 
Baldridge at Stockholm, Swed- 
en; Steven Bronson at Upp- 
sala, Sweden; Lana Butz at 
Madrid, Spain; Joanne Hal! at 
Stockholm, Sweden; Thomas 
Hall at Stockholm, Sweden;

Austrian Speak 
Tells Of Mader 


European Politics 


Dr. Stella Klein-Low, a 
member of the Austrian Par- 
liament, teacher and author, 
gave SSC students and facul- 
ty a capsule glimpse of the in- 
ternal workings of the post- 
war politics of Central Europe. 

Speaking Wednesday in a 
clipped, crisp Austrian accent, 
Dr. Klein-Low described the 
political works of her own 
party, the Social Democrat 
party in present-day Austria. 


She said that with the ex- 
ception of Russia and her satel- 
lites, the people of a country 
are the makers of politics and 
politicians. 

What the Austrian govern. 
ment tries not to do, she said, 
is to use force or coercion in 
its internal or foreign policies. 
Humanism, not threats, is the 
guiding light of the present 
Austrian Government and the 
Social Democrats, she said. 

Speaking of the Irom Cur- 
tain, Dr. Klein-Low described 
it as “just barbed wire and 
mines” She described it fur- 
ther as a symboi of suppression 
and a feality of forcing people 
to be obedient. 

The political and foreign 
poliey problems of most na- 
tions are very similar, she said. 

Enumerating the basic points 
of Austrian foreign policy, Dr. 
Klein-Low said they are: (1) 
no isolation; (2) no national- 
ism or claims of racial superi- 
ority; (3) no economic seciu- 
sion, and (4) "0 policy with- 
out co - ordingted economic 
planning. The Nazis came to 
power only because of an eco- 
nomic mess, she said. 

Commenting on the isola- 
tion policy of De Gaulle, Dr 
Klein-Low said it could be dis- 
astrous for Europe, but that 
the French people themselves 
could eventually work it out. 

Concluding her speech she 
said the policy of any govern- 
ment must be determined to 
insure the safety and mutual 
respect of its people.

The Hornets came back after 
the kickoff to move 80 yards 
in 8 plays for a score. Rick 
Swan passed to Cummings for 
the TD and Morrisroe’s kick 
made it 27.14. This was one 
of the best drives of the sea- 
son for the Hornets since the 
offense clicked to perfection. 

The locals had two touch- 
downs called back near the 
end of the game. Swan’s pass 
to Cummings for a TD was 
nullified by a personal foul. 

Later, Pat Dooley picked off 
a fumble out of the air and 
ran it in from the 10, but the 
officials ruled the play dead. 

Sacramento’s next game will 
be at home against San Fer- 
nando Valley State. It will be 
the last non-conference tilt 
for the green and gold as the 
rest of the schedule will be 
played against Far Western 
Conference foes.
